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Jack Clark is the Policy Director for OpenAl, where he focuses on Al policy and strategy. OpenAl is a San
Francisco-based artificial intelligence research company, whose goal is to ensure that increasingly
powerful Al systems benefit all of humanity. He is also a Research Fellow at the Center for Security and
Emerging Technology (CSET) at Georgetown, and is a member of the Center for a New American Security
(CNAS) task force on Al and national security. Jack frequently participates in fact-finding studies and
forums relating to Al, including events in recent years with the GAO, the National Academy of Sciences,
and the Army Cyber Institute. Jack has given numerous talks about artificial intelligence and its impact
on policy, ethics, and security, with recent talks covering Al and dual-use for a CNAS event in 2017,
issues of Al policy for the opening keynote of a Princeton conference on Al and Ethics in March 2018,
and the social implications of Al progress at the Al for Social Good workshop at the International
Conference on Learning Representations (ICLR) in May 2019.

He also helps run the Al Index, an initiative from the Stanford One Hundred Year Study on Al to track
and analyze Al progress. In addition, he writes a weekly newsletter about cutting-edge Al research and
applications called Import Al (www.importai.net), which is read by read by more than twenty thousand
experts around the world.
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
